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SENATE RATIFIES FOUR-POWER PACIFIC TREATY,

GIVEN SENTENCE 


OF THREE 10 FIVE

Verdict Is Reached. in 
Case Involving Han- 
dling School Warrants 
for Murray Teachers. 


NEW TRIAL WILL BE 
ASKED BY DEFENDANT 


Eleven Other Indictments 
of Similar Nature Are 
Still Standing Against 
Atlanta Broker. 


R. N. Berrien, Jr. investment 
banker of Atlanta, accused of larceny 
after trust in the handling of school 
warrants for the salaries of Murray 
county teachers, was found guilty yes-- 
terday by the jury that has tried his 
case for the past three days in Fulton 
superior court. His sentence was 
fived at three to five years. 

Berrien’s counsel have announced 
that they would make application for 
a new trial and are prepared to resist 
to the last ditch the eleven other in- 
dictments of a similar nature pending 
against him. 

dury Out Four Hours. 

The jury returned the verdict at 
5:30 o' clock, after being out for about 
four hours, and apparently at one 
time hopelessly at loggerheads on the

ty agreed. 

Berrien took the verdict biitxéeopth- 
ically. As the jurors filed in to the 
box with the eerdict, he stared at 
them through his glasses, but made no 
outward sign ss wy the verdict was 
read. 

After 8 briefly with bis 
family and attorheys, gathered about 
him, he returned to the Fulton county 
tower in charge of an officer. He, 
himself, informed Jailer Jim Baze- 
more of the outcome of the trial. 
Berrien Case Argued. 

The. HRerrien case was argued at 
length Friday up until noon, with 
both sides entering into a highly tech- 
nical discussion as to whether Ber- 
rien had violated ‘a trust as the state 
contended or had simply and honest- 
ly become involved in debt to the 
state, as the defense maintained. 

During the course of his argument, 
Attorney Edgar Watkins; for the de- 
fense, spoke in vehement terms against 
the loose handling of funds of the 
state by state officials, which, he de- 
clared, was the real reason that these 
school warrants have not been paid 
and for which Berrien was held re- 
sponsible, 

After all attorneys associated with 
the ease had argued the relation of 
Berrien to the state, Judge Humph- 
ries charged the jary that it would 
be authorized to convict the broker 
if it was believed that he acted as 
an agent for the state or for Murray 
county in a relationship of trust in 
disposing of the Murray county school 
- warrants, this being the specific case 
in which Berrien was tried.

Plead For Sight 
Of Little Baby 


“Betty June,” Born to Wom- 
an in Penitentiary, Wins 
Mother’s Freedom, 


Lincoln, Neb., March 24.—The 
walls of the women’s department of 
the state penitentiary here resounded 
with the cheers of prisoners Friday 
for Mrs. Rolla de Hart was back, 
bringing her baby, and ending the 
biggest furor over one tiny mite of 
humanity that Nebraska can remem- 
ber. 

Mrs. De Hart, serving a 10-year 
term for murder, the same crime for 
which her husband is serving a life 
sentence, was taken from the peni- 
tentiary the day before the child was 
born so that it would not have the 
stigma of “prison baby” hanging over 
it. 

So Betty June was born in the state 
erthopedic hospital. 

Named by Prisoners. 

Betty June was named by the wom- 
en prisoners in ‘the penitentiary. For 
weeks they had argued about the 
baby’s name, and practically every 
woman in the prison worked feverish- 
ly to contribute something to the 
baby’s “layette.” When the baby was 
born, a delegation of the women pris- 
oners was sent to Warden Fenton 
to ask permission to see it. The 
permission was given and every wom- 
an behind the big walls was in the 
party. 

The devotion of the women attract- 
ed the attention of the entire state 
and what to do with Betty June be- 
came the most absorbing topic of 
scores of women’s clubs, church or- 


I ganizations, and even chambers. of 


commerce. Under state laws the child 
could not go back to prison with its 
mother. 

More than 1,000 persons appéaled | 
to adopt the baby. Dyen dn Ameéri-’ 
“an Legion post asked for it. 

Oue Baby for Au. 

Mrs. De Hart refused to allow 
Betty June out of her sight. 

“I ain’t never had nothin’ fine 
like this baby before and I ain’t 
goin’ to let her go,“ she fold club 
women who visited the hospital. “J 
never had schoolin’ till I was 10 and 
then not much. I went to town when 
I was 13 and cooked in a _ hotel. 
When I was 17 I was married to a 
man who said he was single and 
then I found out he was married 
and had a family. Now I'm 23 and 
in the pen. You ladies ain’t goin’ 
to take my baby now, are you? Every 
woman back in the pen thinks it’s 
hers, too. One baby for all of us. 
You can’t have her.” 

So instead of taking Betty June, 
the clubwomen fixed it up with the 
state pardon board so Mrs. De Hart's 
sentence was commuted to one year 
and the baby is to be near her in 
the prison hospital, where she can 
attend to it each day—and report 
to its foster mothers behind the big 
walls how Betty June is getting 
along.

Steamship Picks Up Lone 
Survivor of Flying Boat, 
„Miss Miami.” 


Miami, Fla., March 24.—A wireless 
message tonight from the steamship 
William Greene said that it had 


‘rescued Robert Moore, lone survivor 


of the commercial flying boat Miss 
Miami, lost since Wednesday noon 
when it left: here for Bimini with 
five passengers. 

The message gave no details of the 
rescue, or the trouble which overtook 
the ill-fated plane. It is presumed 
by airmen who have taken part in 
the two-day search that engine trouble 
forced the Miss Miami down shortly 
after she left here. Apparently the 
Miami drifted. a hundred miles or 
more to the nerth in the Gulf Stream 
before sighted by the William Greene, 
with Moore alone managing to cling 
to what was left of her. 

News of the tragedy tonight halted 
preparations for one of the greatest 
air and water searches ever conduct- 
ed on the Atlantic coast. All day 
yesterday and today planes and speed 
boats had plied the surrounding 
waters without finding a trace of the 
craft. 


FIGHT NEN DIE 
IN MINE BLAST

Trinidad, Colo., March 245 — Eight 
miners are known to be dead and ten 
are missing as a result of an ex- 
plosion in Sopris mine No. 2 of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company near 
here late today. Officers of the mine 
said they did not expect the death list 
to ‘exceed 18. Two bodies have been 
identified. 


The explosion, which occurred in 
the main workings 3,000 or more 
feet inside the mine, happened just 
after the 200 members of the day 
shift had left for home. 


The concrete stope of the mine was 
wrecked, but crews were quickly as- 
sembled to begin the work of bracing 
it. Rescue workers had little diffi- 
culty in penetrating the mine. 

The eause of the explosion has not 
been learned.

SERIOUS SHORTAGE 
OF COAL UNLIKELY. 

Providence, R. I., March 24 Alt is 
unlikely that there will be any serious 
shortage of coal resulting from the 
prospective bituminous mine strike, 

D. Morrow, vice president of the 
National Coal association, declared 
here tonight in a speech before the 
Employers’ association banquet. Non- 
union mine production, the possibili- 
ty of production resuming within 
sixty days after the strike in at least 
a part of the union fields and exist- 
ing accumulation of stocks, he con- 
sidered would assure an adequate 
supply. 

Explaining that he could not speak 
for the National Coal association, Mr. 
Morrow neverotheless said the con- 
dition in the industry required “a 
great and necessary readjustment,” 
to which the strike was an inescapa- 
ble “accompanying convulsion.” He 
said it would only be hindered by 
the intervention of the government.” 

“The operators insist that present 
wages be reduced and hours of work 
maintained,” he said. “The United 
Mine Workers demand the present 


| scale and a reduction in working time 


to- six hours per day and five days 
per week. The general level of the 
present scale of wages in the union 
fields may be sufficiently indicated 
by ‘saying the basic day rate of $7.50 
per day.

GOOD ADVICE. 

In an address before the princi- 
_ pals of the public schools of At- 
lanta and the presidents of the 
Atlanta Parent-Teacher aasocia- 
tions, at a meeting held in the 
‘Girls’ High school the other day, 
Dr. George D. Strayer, Columbia 
university educational expert, who, 
with Dr. N. L. Englehardt, recently 
completed an exhaustive survey of 
the public school situation in this 
city, appealed to the public to 
“stand behind” the entire improve- 
ment and expansion program that 

has been submitted by these spe- 
cialists and approved by the board 

of education. 

I ask,” said Dr. Strayer— 

“That you people stand behind 
the whole plan and do not, as would 
be the case in. most instances of 
public work, fight for one or two 
‘points that you think could be im- 
proved. There are always those 
points in every public move that 
some people think they could im- 
prove on. The result is that the 
whole plan is torn down, in the end, 
and the program, which has been 
mapped out, is ruined.’ 

This is sound advice; and every 
citizen who has the welfare of the 
Atlanta school system, and of At- 
Janta children of this and future 
generations, at heart will do well 
to follow it. 

Dr. Strayer went on to say that— 

. „The time has come in the world 
ot education when we know what 
we are to expect, and that time is 
,here in, Atlanta right now. You, 
‘who ate the represent&tives of the 
‘civic clubs, the chamber of com- 
‘merce, and all the leading organiza- 
tions of the city, must help in the 
‘work. You must profit by the expe- 
rience of other cities, and do#your 
‘best to avoid the troubles they have 
had in reaching their present stand- 
ing.“

FOR AUSTRIAN RELIEF. 

The senate joint resolution pro- 
viding for relief of famine suffer- 
ers in Austria is a measure that 
appeals directly to the humani- 
tarian principles of the American 
people, and should receive univer- 
sal approval. 

As stated by Edward A. Filene, 
a prominent business man and 
philanthropist of Boston, Mass., in 
a communication appearing “else- 
where upon this page, the resolu- 
tion has been passed by the senate 
by unanimous agreement, and is 
now pending in the house. 

Briefly, it provides for the exten- 
sion of time for the payment of 
money which the United States ad- 
vanced to the people of Austria 
two years ago for the purchase of 
American wheat. 

The money is due, but Austria 
is unable to pay it; and the ex- 
istence of the indebtedness is now 
preventing that country from mak- 
ing an additional loan with which 
to relieve what Mr. Filene says is 
“a much more serious condition 
that is resulting in sickness and 
death for great multitudes in 
Austria, and threatening starvation 
for nearly all.” 

It was, of course, never intended 
that American generosity and our 
compassion for the Austrian peo- 
ple in 1920 should operate later on 
to starve aged, weak and helpless 
men and women, and little chil- 
dren at some subsequent time. 

The resolution calls attention to 
the fact that “the economic struc- 
ture of Austria is approaching col- 
lapse and great numbers of the 
people of Austria are, in conse- 
quence, in immiment danger of 
starvation and threatened by 
diseases growing out of extreme 
privation and starvation:” and that 
“a plan has been agreed upon 
which competent authorities be- 
lieve, if carried into effect, will 
place the finances and industries 
of Austria on 4 secure. basis and 
save the Austrian population trom 
famine ard pestilence. * 5

Austrian Relief Measure 
Urged by Correspondent 


Editor Constitution: ‘The senate, 
by unanimous agreement, on March 15 
passed a joint resolution introduced 
a month ago by Senator Lodge in be- 
half of the distressed population: of 
Austria. The resolution now goes to 
the house. May I have space in your 
columns in which to ask your readers 
to address their representatives in 
congress, urging aq speedy passage of 
this resolution, which alone can save 
Austria from financial disaster? 
Copiés of favorable resolutions passed 
by local organizations would help to 
convineé our congressmen that the 
American people do not wish to con- 
‘gemn à sister nation to death. 

The Lodge resolution provides, in 
brief, ‘that we consent to a delay of 
25 years in the payment of the 524, 
000,000 which we advanced to the 
Austrian people for the purchase of 
American wheat two years ago, when 
they were threatened with sturvation. 
It further provides that we consent to 
a release of the general mortgage on 
all the Austrian state assets, which 
our treasury department, took as se- 
curity for money spent on breadstuffs. 

Until this lien is waive’: by us the 
plan formulated by a committee of 
experts under the auspices of the 
league of nations for the financial 
rehabilitation of Austria cannot be put 
into effect. Thus the loan we made 
two years ago to save the Austrians 
fr hunger is now the principal ob- 
stacle in the way of her recovery. 

If we insist on this security there 
is grave danger not only of a finan- 
cial collapse, but also of a social up- 
heaval, which would probably mean 
the permanent repudiation ‘of our 
daim. On account of the

Statistician Urges National 
Commission to Make the 
Necessary Tests. 


Atlanta should know how its labor 
efficiency compares with other cities 
in the country, whether the induce- 
ments are greater to prospective man- 
ufacturers in choosing this city as a 
site for factories because of the high 
efficiency of its labor, ahd should ap- 
point a local representative on a na- 
tional committee to prepare compar- 
ative tests from all communities, de- 
tlared Roger Babson, statistician and 
economist, in an address Friday night 
in the Piedmont hotel before an as- 
semblage of 100 representative busi- 
ness men. | 

Mr. Babson told of the success of 
his plan in New Orleans, Birming- 
ham and other cities, and urged that 
the same attention be given this mat- 
ter in Atlanta. The majority of his 
hearers were former heads of the 
chamber of commerce and members 
of the Presidents club, com = 
clusively of heads of the various civic 
organizations here. 

Babson Optimistic. . 

The noted speaker declared that a 
most noticeable improvement in gen- 
eral conditions would be felt in the 
south during 1922. He predicted that 
the agricultural and industrial assets 
of the south will have greater recog- 
nition and produce much #-eater pros- 
perity than ever before. 

While he refrained from comment- 
ing on the Muscle Shoals project in 
his talk before the two gatherings 
that heard him speak Friday, Mr. 
Babson told a representative of The 
Constitution that he personally in- 
dorsed the Henry Ford offer to lease 
the plant. 

“It bas reached a point,” he said, 
“where congress must act, and act at 
once. Mr. Ford has spiked the guns 
of the republican party, who foresee 
that unless Ford gets the plant con- 
siderable public disfavor will result 
and Mr. Ford will be automatically 
placed in the position of an assured 
eontender for presidential honors at 
the next election. 

“By all means, let Mr. Ford have 
the plant. It will be a wonderful 
thing for the south and will enable a 
large number of unemployed to find 
steady work.” 

Labor efficiency means more to this 
section during the present business 
depression than ever before, Mr. Bab- 
ton stated. 

Babson’s Address. 


„Every chamber of commerce 18 
well organized today as to informa- 
tion on all of the fundamental re. 
sources of a community except one, 
he said. “When a business man wants 
to know anything about the popula- 
tion, climatic conditions, cost of liv- 
ing, housing facilities, transportation, 
or similar material things, he is given 
a quantity of booklets, tables and 
charts. When, however, that business 
man asks a chamber of commerce re- 
garding the efficiency of the -labor 
of its community, the secretary in a 
general way answers that it is good, 
but has no figures to back up his 
statement. Yet the one subject in 
which a manufacturer is most inter- 
ested is the efficiency of labor. From 
60 to 80 per cent of the cost of manu- 
factured products is the labor cost. 
It is the one thing in which manu- 
facturers are most interested before 
they locate in a given city, and yet 
no chamber of commerce have actual 
figures on the relative efficiency of 
their labor. 

“In Wellesley, Mass., we have over 
three hundred ple collecting ana 
compiling statistics for manufacturers, 
merchants and bankers. Last year we 
spent over a million and a half dollars 


on this work. We analyze states and. 


communities in order to help manufac- 


turers locate their plants in the most 


economical section of the country, con- 
sidering raw materials, markets, 
transportation and labor. During re- 
cent years four-fifths of these manu- 
facturers have been advised by us to 
go to the southland. 

“You men in the south today have 
the greatest available supply of raw 
materials, good transportation facin- 
ties, and are fast becoming a good 
center for distribution. Let when we 
recommend to these manufacturers 
they go south, they reply, “We de 
not want to go south; name for us 
some section in the north.’ When 
we press them for their season they 
claim that the labor of the south is 
too inefficient and unreliable for in- 
dustrial work. Whether or not this 
is true we do not know. No one 
has any records to intelligently com- 

re the labor of the north with the 
labor of the south on the amount of 
labor rendered per dollar of pay. I 
believe it would be a great thing for 
the south, and especialy good for At- 
lanta, to procure definite figures on 
this subject of labor efficiency per 
dollar of wages paid. | 

Wants National Committee. 

“I therefore. am interested in get- 
ting a national committee appointed 
which will prepare tests which will 
be fair to all communities. 
the tests I have in mind are the num 
ber of bricks laid per hour per man 
and per dollar of „ also the 


number of ems set per hour and per | 


dollar in newspaper offices. There 
are scores of tests like these that 
could be fairly applied to different 
sections of the country if a national 
committee would prepare these tests 
and a few cham of commerce 
would co-operate to get the figures. 
“New Orleans is very enthusiastic

I ¢desire to have the president of 
your chamber of commerce appoint 
some engineer of your city 
who will serve on the national com- 
mittee to p re the tests. Then 
each of the five cities entering into 
the work will have a local committee 
to secure the information. If the 
efficieney of labor in Atlanta is less 
than other cities you want to 

it yourselves, while if it is greater 
than in other cities you want the 
rest of the coun to w it. What 
ever the result it is bound to be 
beneficial in the end. 

“Ditimately the labor efficiency ot 
our cities will be recorded from month 
to month, the same as is temperature, 
bank clearings, and figures on the 
cost of living. Ineidenfally, nothing 
will do more to decrease the cost of 
living than such figures published 
each month for the different centers 
of the country. 


“A man profits in proportion to 
his knowledge. Ignorance is the 
cause of most of our commercial losses. 
The solution of our present troubles 
will not come about by § reducing 
wages, but rather by increasing the 
production per man. We can get 
richer only as we produce more. There 
is no such thing as overproduction 
in all tines, trouble comes from Over- 
production or underproduetion in 


some one line. 


“In closing let me say that thie 
production test is not a reflection on 


er- 


labor or management as such. From 
the presiminary surveys which 1 made 
when director-general of information 
and educatioh of the labor administra 
tion during the war, I found that in- 
efficient production was sometimes 
due to labor, sometimes due to man- 
agement, sometimes due to both. The 
result of these tests will show where 
the trouble is in different cities and 
should tend to remedy that trouble in 
many instances. Altanta has joined 
every great movement for good that 
this country has carried on. During 
the war I received wonderful support 
from Atlanta bankers, merchants and 
business men. I believe that these 
same men will join in this movement 
to increase production per man per 
hour and thereby bring back pros- 
perity.”

Meeting Heid at Noon. 

More than 350 of Atlanta's repre 
sentative business men uud memwers 
of various civic organiations cruwd- 
ed the assembly hall at the chamber 
at noon Friday und listened to Mr. 
Babson’s address on the summary of, 
the past and present business situa- 
tion in this country. Eugene R. Black 
introduced the noted economist to the 
audience, 

Mr. Babson illustrated his talk with 
a chart which showed that business 
conditions are summarized upon a 
rotating cycle. This cycle is divided 
into 12 sections, which begin at the 
peak of prosperity, accompanied by 
large profits and high wages and end 
in a general decline half-way around. 
The rotation resumes at the seventh 
section and wends its way back to 
the starting point, he declared. 

In his illustrations, Mr. Babson 
began with the industrial depression 
that followed the civil war. He 
showed how the trend of events in- 
variably continued down the line un- 
til the sixth period was reached. It 
then began to slowly recede until 
business was normal again. From 
1904 to the present time he showed 
that depression invaribly follows ul- 
tra-prosperity such as was enjoyed 
by this country immediately follow- 
ing the world war. That it will re- 
quire several years for the country 
to recuperate from the present de- 
pression ; and that some sections which 
were hit hardest at first will be the 
first to recover, was scientifically 
shown by the chart of past years. 

Conditions in Seuth. 

Regarding business conditions in the 
south during 1922, Mr. Babson said: 
“I am very optimistic of the south. 
You have all the basic needs for 
a great industrial and commercial 
section.

As for buying a set complete or 
ouilding it yourself, would say 
that it is purely a matter of opin- 
ion, and how handy you are with 
tools. The cost of the home-made 
set will naturally be less. The 
parts have been named many 
times by this department and as 
there are so many different types 
of receiving sets that you can 
make it is impossible to name 
them all here. Afi audion is not 
absolutely necessary, but for re- 
sults it pays to use one. A de- 
tector bulb costs $5, and amplifier 
bulbs from $6.50 up. A six-volt 
storage battery will cost you from 
$10 up. Elevated lines will af- 
fect receiving only during damp 
weather. Aerial should be high 
enough to clear your head, and so 
that people will not hang wash on 
it. Remember this, the higher 
you get it the better. One wire 
100 feet long is sufficient. You 
may extend the lead in any- 
where you want to.

Would 
advise you to purchase the radio 
magazines and study them care- 
fully.

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ATMOSPHERICS—Also known as 
static, strays, X's. Atmospherics 
are in reality “the noises of space.’ 
They are causgd by natural elec- 
trical dischargés occurring in the 
ether and are really miniature light- 
ning storms. Since these discharges 
travel through the same medium as 
radio waves, they are readily picked 
up by radio receivers and thus 

rove quite troublesome at times. 
t is comparatively difficult to tune 
out these disturbances for they have 
no definite, or even approximate, 
wave length. 

COUNTERPOISE—One or more 
wires similar to the regular aerial 
but stretched immediately above the 
earth, and insulated from it, and

aerial. The counterpoise is fre- 
quently used instead of thé 
“ground” in both transmission and 
reception, and in many instances 
is much more effective. 

ETHER—A medium of extreme

Hudson and Riley, 
In Death Cells, 
Await. Decisions 


— — 


Alleged Slayer of Children 
and Man Convicted of At- 
tack Have Appealed. 


BY H. T. McINTOSH. 

Albany, Ga., March 24.— (Special) 
Ludie Riley and Glenn Moore Hudson 
wait in' Dougherty county jail. until 
word shall come concerning disposi- 
tion of their cases in the supreme 
court of Georgia. Both are under 
death sentence, suspended automatical- 
ly by appeal of their cases to the 
high court how considerin: them, and 
there is a bond of sympathy between 
the two men easy to understand. 


Not only are Hudson and Riley un-} 


der sentence of death, and nat only 
are they the only two white men in 
Dougherty county jail in that prediĩea · 
ment, but it happens that the crime 
for which each man was convicted 
was a crime against childhood. 

Hudson’s ease is one of the most 
celebrated in the criminal annals of 
south Georgia. He was convicted six 
months ago of the murder of his two 
stepsons, “Robert and Isaiah Temple, 
the eldest 10 years old and the other 
several years younger. The verdict of 
the jury was one of straightout mur- 
der, the twelve men who heard the 
evidence believing what the stats con- 
tended was true—that Hudson shot 
hig wife’s two children to death in 
order to get rid of them. 


Wife Acquitted. 


His wife was prevented by Georgia 
law from testifying at his trial, but 
she previously had accused him of the 
erime, and in her own trial, which 
followed Hudson's, she éould not be 
shaken in her versicn of the affair. 
She was acquitted, and again reiter- 
ated that Hudson was the murderer 
of her boys. 

Riley was convicted nearly a year 
ago of one of the most repulsive 4 — 
ever committed in Dougherty county. 
His victim was a little girl whom he 
was accused of finding alone in her 
home and brutally mistreating. Her 
story, told in a streightforward man- 
ner when Riley was tried, carried 
conviction to the jury and the verdict 
was guilty. 


Early Decision Expected. 


Hudson and Riley are so situated 
in the jail that they see much of each 
other and are able to talk as much as 
they please. It is expected that the 
supreme court will hand down a deci- 
sion in Riley's case in the course of 
the next few days, though it may take 
longer in Hudson’s case, .. which was. 
filed later. 

Only one white man 1 been le- 
sally executed in Dougherty county in 
more than fifty years.

New York, March 24.— The pass- 
ing of March contracts at noon to- 
day removed from the cotton market 
one of its most disturbing influences. 
The last transaction in March was at 
17.52, or about 25 points under May, 
whereas earlier in the day it had sold 
about 30 points higher. A total of 
280 notices were issued today, bring- 
ing the grand total for the month 
close to 90,000 bales, representing one 
of the largest amounts delivered in 
recent years. Previous to the end- 
ing of the March contract the market 
was unsettled and at times rather 
easy. 

It opened 2 to 13 points lower on 
big notices and selling by New Or- 
leans and Wali street houses. Alter 
12 o'clock the market began to do 
better and along in the afternoon May 
sold up to 17.83, July to 17.33 and 
October to 16.95, representing net 
gains of 9 to 14 points. This ad- 
vance was attended by a demand from 
spot houses based on reports that 
floods in the lower Mississippi valley 
were extending from commission 
houses on .the idea that unsettled 
weather conditions in the southwest 
might lead to rain in the eastern belt 
over Sunday. 

For a time the market acted quite 
rm, but near the close, realizing 
and other selling pressure developed 
because of the bearishness of weekly 
statistics, especially the takings of 
only. 188,271 bales compared with 
239,074 last week, and the gloomy 
news from the local cotton goods mar- 
ket, ‘where demand appeared to be al- 
most entirely absent and prices con- 
tinued to sag. The close, therefore, 
Was barely steady at 9 points de- 
cline to 2 points net advance. Man- 
chester cable advices continued very 
favorable, except for a late announce- 
ment that reduced wages had been 
decided upon which it was thought 
may promote labor troubles again.

New Orleans, March 24.—Follow-

Late in the day a flurry 
of buying carried the market to its 
highest, where it stood 9 to 19 points 
higher than the close of yesterday, 
with May at 16.60. The close was 
steady at net gains of 3 to 9 points, 
May closing at 1652. 

The early decline carried prices 4 
to 8 points under the last quotations 
of yesterday, May sagging to 16.35. 
This selling was due to reports to 
brokers here that March tenders in 
New York amounted to 20,000 bales. 
The weather map soon became a 
steadying influence, mainly because of 
the storm area to the northwest of the 
cotton region, which it was feared 
would bring rain to sections of the belt 
where moisture would be highly detri- 
mental. 

Further steadiness was gained from 
the statistical statement, showing mill 
takings for the week of "166,000 bales, 
which were considered fairly favora- 
ble in view of the quiet in Manches- 
ter and the strikes among mills on 
this side of the water, but around 
midsession the market barely held its 
own, standing at net gains of hot more 
than 5 or 6 points for a considerable 
period. The buying late in the day ap- 
peared to come from professional trad- 
ers who seemed to be relieved be- 
cause the March position was out of 
the, way in New York.

At first the wheat market was de- 
pressed by a renewal of liquidation 
of May holdings and by bearish con- 
tentions that the amount of wheat 
in sight in the United States, in Can- 
ada and on ocean passage was 43,- 
000,000 bushels larger than a year 
ago. The majority of traders, though, 
switched to the buying side of the 
market after the first hour, influ- 
enced evidently by crop complaints 
from western sections of Kansas and 
Oklahoma, where it was said wheat 
fields were failing to respond prop- 
erly to improved weather, and the 
extent of winter killing was yet to be 
determined 

In additien, the presence of the 
green bug pest in Texas was noted. 

At this juncture gossip spread that 
considerable new export business was 
being done and that the bulk of the 
wheat on ocean passage represented 
as having been shipped for orders, had 
been sold abroad before it was ship- 
ped. On the ensuing advance in price, 
wheat shorts covered freely, but to- 
ward the last such buying lessened, 
and the market was sagging some- 
what at the close. 

Talk of export sales of corn at the 
seaboard helped to rally the corn 
market. Oats were firm throughout 
the session because of rains causing 
delay of seeding. 

Provisions fluctuated in line with 
hog values.
